55. (currently amended) [[A]] An isolated cell comprising an expression cassette 
comprising a polynucleotide encoding a polypeptide having the sequence of SEQ ID NO:2, 
wherein said polynucleotide is under the control of a promoter operable in eukaryotic cells, said 
promoter being heterologous to said polynucleotide.
